Mississippi, and lie asked as a personal 
favor that the confirmation be made by a 
unanimous vote, w hich was done. Mr. 
Bruce came out of shivery, educated 
himself, served six years iii the United 
States Senate, is now Register of the 
treasury, and is still a young man. He 
was born of slave parents in IS H , in Vir­ 
ginia, and went to Mississippi in his boy- 
liood. The war gave him his freedom, 
and when tile relielliou closed lie was 
sergeaut-at-armi of the State Senate 
for two years, Sheriff

was elected to the Umted Static Senate.

The leaden of that faction held au in­ 
formal conference last night, at which 
the whole situation w’as discussed, and 
shortly after its close Judge Robertson 
started on his journey. Speaker Sharpe, 
John F. 8mythe, State Treasurer Wen­ 
dell, Attorney General Ward, and tho 
lesser machine-men took the cars for 
New York this afternoon. Before start­ 
ing they all expressed themselves as to­ 
tally in the dark about Conkling’s plans.

SENATOR CONKLING. 


W a sh in g to n , May 20.—Senator Conk­ 
in g has gone, aud with tho appearance 
of a man who was going for good.

Conkling really made a bona fide resig­ 
nation, without heed of tho consequences 
to himself, politically.

Profits of Boot-Blacking.

The philosopher who declared that it 
required brains to black boots w ell might 
have added that boot-blacking well con­ 
ducted is anything but an unprofitable 
business. At least this must Im be the 
conclusion of those who know anything 
about the earnings of a well-situated 
boot-black in a large city. There is one 
young man in New’ York, w’iio does the 
“shining” for the patrons of a certain 
down tow n restaurant, and w ho does not 
think he has done an average day’s 
business unless his receipts for his eight 
working hours amount to at least $3. 
Aud, moreover, he is an exceedingly in­ 
dependent young man, will black boots 
for no ono who does not treat him civil­ 
ly, indulges in a month’s vacation each 
Summer, patronizes the opera, aud dis­ 
courses tluently, if not alw’ays discrimin­ 
atingly, in regard to tenor and prima 
donna. Still another of tho fraternity— 
a youngster hardly well in his teens— 
w’as the other day heard to exclaim, 
with a grand air, to a fellow toiler in 
another field, “Pshaw! I couldn’t be 
hired to sell newspapers.” Now comes a 
story from Albany, in this State, to tho 
effect that a boot-black in that city has 
saved $2,500 from his earnings of the 
past eight years, besides paying his mo­ 
tlier, for the greater portion of the time, 
board at the rate of $8 a week. With 
such examples before them, it is to be 
wondered at that the hundreds of young 
and able podied men who have again for 
the season liegnn to idle their time 
away on the benches of the city parks 
could find some more profitable employ­ 
ment.

Tho kingdom has about 
1,800,000, inhabitants. 
It is indeed a 
small kingdom, but what it lacks In 
size it makes up in putting on a grand 
show of royalty. 
The King and Queen rosido in Stutt­ 
gart through tho winter, and they live 
in as much style and grandeur as did j 
ever Louis XIV. in the Tuilerics at | 
Paris. The palace, which is said to be 
one of tho finest in Germany, forms 
three sides of a square, and is nearly as 
large as the Louvre, in Paris, which it 
resembles in architecture.

The vic­ 
tim was J. B. Storey, of Chicago, and his 
verdancy was played upon to the amount 
of §2,000, which he put up in cash, think­ 
ing ho was getting a great bargain in 
gold bricks. Mr. Storey was stopping at 
tho Arlington hotel, and the gold-brick 
men think he is there still. Among the 
other guests there was Fred Cole, of Den 
ver, aud a man named George W. Day 
ton. Wrheu Storey discovered how he 
hail been victimized he made statements

ably went w ith him. Cole was arrested 
aud tried. He was convicted and sent to 
the Arkansas penitentiary, hut secured a 
pardon after wearing the stripes two 
days. Cole was on his way home to Den­ 
ver and had stopped at St. Louis to look 
around for Dayton, whom he accuses of 
being the real perpetrator of the swindle, 
and met him on Fourth street. 
Dayton 
denies having had anything to do with 
the transaction. The authorities here are 
satisfied that both men have been opera­ 
ting together, and that neither has a ta t­ 
ter character than is actually needed to 
constitute a first-class member of soci­ 
ety.

the divide. Being convicted, he secured 
pardon by agreeing to turn state’s evi­ 
dence and deliver up the principal in the 
case. The first intimation the St. Louis 
police had of the presence of either of 
the men rn the city was when Cole sud­ 
denly summoned an officer on the street, 
pointed out Dayton, and asked for his 
arrest. At the police station Dayton turn­ 
ed accuser and demanded that Cole 
should [bo locked up. Telegrams have 
been sent to tho Hot Springs people to 
learn how the case really stands. Dayton, 
when arrested, was well supplied with 
jewelry, but had little money.
